They believe thoroughly, fact, that 
difficult retain patience with the great Amer- 
ican public which slow incorporate into 
the school system. When lose patience then our 
campaign persistence likely vanish also. The 
object this address stimulate confidence 
the ultimate general adoption the kindergarten, 
but the same time point out the need for 
patience that kindergarten workers will not lose 
the courage and persistence necessary keep the 
earnest campaign. 

The fundamental reasons for the slow growth 
the kindergarten movement—slower, 
than some its supporters think ought be— 
are three: 

First, the public school evolves democracy 
just other traditions evolve, and its changes 
are subject the same slowing-down influences 
affect other traditions. 

Second, the extension the public school sys- 
tem means more taxes, and its extension include 
ages four and five violates human instinct which 
people are slow abandon, namely, parental con- 
trol young children. 

Third, the conception the public school which 
makes include the kindergarten difficult for the 
general public comprehend. 

gain correct notion the slow evolving 
nature tradition will much help have 
patience respect the kindergarten movement. 
Put yourselves the places the pioneers the 
woman’s suffrage movement. How obvious seemed 
the arguments its favor! How cynical and senseless 
seemed the opposition! Yet has taken these 
many decades organized campaigning bring 
this movement the place where three fourths 
the states voting for constitutional amend- 


ment will have chance bring the ballot all 
the women the country. Even now there 
certainty that the requisite number states can 
secured for ratification, and they can 
prediction that the last ones ratify will led 
political party expediency rather than 
intellectual conversion. Or, take another tradi- 
tion. Under the camouflage personal liberty 
men have long given themselves sensuous 
pleasures under the spell strong drink. Argu- 
ments for prohibition were clear and wholly irre- 
futable. Recall, though, the campaign necessary 
overcome that tradition! Traditions are largely 
emotional, and are only slightly amenable intel- 
lectual reasoning. Carrie Nation’s hatchet was more 
effective certain cities securing law enforce- 
ment enlightened Kansas than were the intel- 
lectual civic appeals her good citizens. 

let think the tradition public schools 
along with certain other great tradition slowly 
but surely battling its way change this country 
today. People have long said, ‘‘My labor and wealth 
are own. may with them what 
Just now beginning dawn upon that 
neither labor nor wealth our own. Each 
instrument with which are our respective 
part bringing about better world. Neither 
commodity used with indifference public 
welfare. That appears now obvious! But let 
one think that its obviousness will assure its 
speedy incorporation into our ways life. long 
struggle ahead,—a struggle which worth all 
the great cost because means the emancipation 
both rich and poor alike. Change traditions 
but another way speaking the changing 
conceptions life. 

Can not then patient with the slow changes 
the public school system when recall 
suffrage, prohibition, and the great industrial struggle? 
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Not only does the incorporation the kinder- 
garten imply the breaking tradition, but in- 
volves also the breaking two fundamental human 
tendencies when asks mothers give their 
children earlier, and fathers spend more their 
money. The control children their parents 
not only natural right, but one safeguarded 
law. The right life and death over the chil- 
dren was one time the right the father. When 
compulsory education had its beginning, terms 
school were short. Now terms are lengthening, 
and child labor laws are increasing. The growth 
the idea that the welfare the child society’s 
concern, rather than the parents’ concern, has been 
phenomenal. period childhood yet touched 
quite precious the mother, however, the 
period covered the kindergarten and must 
remember that that period will yielded with 
harder struggle than have the older years. 

More serious, though, than the mother instinct 
the economic one. The problem taxation 
for the support public enterprises becoming 
somewhat acute. nature, man—if the 
best type—tries lay treasure. That tendency 
goes clear down the basic self-and-race-preserva- 
tion instincts and must expect powerful. 
Other expansions public expenditures are 
much easier for the average man see the need 
for that shall again called upon use patience 
with the man who fails admit the crying neces- 
sity for this extension the school system down- 
ward—this expenditure for more subtle need. 
Vocational education, physical education, military 
education, and the culture the classics are much 
easier understand national necessity than 
the character training the four-year-old child. 
And since ‘‘there’s limit, somewhere, ain’t 
must always dominate man’s thinking relation 
expenditures money, must realize our 
getting support for the kindergarten 
difficult one democratic society. 

But more basic the kindergarten growth than 
any the above considerations the fact that the 
common conception public schools complete 
without the kindergarten. its historical develop- 
ment, the public school has never been regarded 
institution provide education; that is, 
preparation for efficient living. The public school 
has been regarded place which learn the 
tools with which preparation for efficient living 
could gotten somewhere else. The church, 
the home, life’s experiences; these were educate.

The school was—and the common mind—a 
place where the teacher’s main job make chil- 
dren “‘learn good,” and make them the 
while learning. People believe—falsely, 
think—that children are made behave school 
they will behave outside school. Play needs 
teaching, and even risky mix school affairs 
with it. 

the soil where this conception education 
has flourished for many decades, are nurtur- 
ing conception vastly larger. the school 
provide education. That institution which 
society pays for insure the development 
strorig citizenship cannot stop short this goal. 
What other agencies not do, the school must do, 
and its work laid out for problems which 
society faces and needs help solving. The tradi- 
tional curriculum wholly inadequate not actually 
wrong point view. The school must make 
people strong body, industrious skillful, 
social instead selfish, trained choose uplifting 
entertainments for their leisure, and possessed 
mind and disposition which will make them re- 
main students throughout life. These are the re- 
quirements American citizen today. The 
school must prepare meet them. this 
task the kindergarten has. large part play. 
When recognize that not control the 
the teacher that counts, but control 
the child himself; when recognize that 
not how much the child learns but rather the motive 
under which learns; when recognize that 
each child must build his own individual founda- 
tion, and that the most precious his inheritances 
are initiative and independence; when recognize 
that group life four and five essential for de- 
veloping the social nature and rooting out selfish- 
ness, which the bottom America’s most 
critical problems today; when we, the people, 
recognize all these things shall using the 
kindergarten everywhere, and wondering our 
stupidity not using sooner. Because recogni- 
tion these things absolutely bound come, 
the kindergarten bound come just woman’s 
suffrage, prohibition, and industrial justice.

These superintendents need facts. are willing 
digest the results scientific studies. What are the 
tangible advantages the kindergarten? What evi- 
dence there that improves the health children? 
That children are made less selfish and more social? 
That initiative and independence are stimulated? 

But, you say, common observation should con- 
vince these results. Not so. are trying 
get away from common observation basis 
one’s judgment values. Give truth with 
the accounts its scientific demonstration. 
course, some this has been done, but not enough. 

The third thing that would suggest what 
are beginning realize more fully with respect 
expansions other modifications any part 
our school system. have long been too much 
given stirring our own professional asso- 
ciates, and too little given carrying our gospel 
the great outside world. Education the people’s 
business, not ours alone. The best educational 
meetings nowadays are frequently held lodges, 
clubs, labor unions, and granges. Get the support 
these organizations. often easier than 
get the support superintendents school 
boards. With such support starter, however, 
the support the school authorities comes easy. 
doubtful, too, whether should expect school 
boards vote such extensions until they believe 
that the people appreciate their value. 

The fourth and last suggestion that ap- 
proaching legislatures for revisions statutes, 
not ask for legislation, even permissive legisla- 
tion for the establishing kindergartens. Rather 
seek removal least lowering the lower legal 
age limit. The present limit only traditional, and 
was adopted when had restricted notion the 
place and function public 
communities begin earlier this process education, 
they Why should the limit six? 

closing, let commend the International 
Kindergarten Union for the splendid work has 
done, and express complete confidence that 
its campaign for the general adoption the kinder- 
garten bound ultimately succeed, because 
consistent with the present conceptions 
democratic life and education. Its success might 
hastened, possibly, eliminating the present 
break the age six, more scientific studies 
the results kindergarten training, enlisting 
the support non-teaching bodies, and seeking 
statutes lowering the legal age for entering school. 
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The Contribution the Kindergarten the Elementary Schools

OME years ago became opportunity 
take charge asystem schools. This system 
was only partially equipped with kindergartens, 
and the idea occurred make study the 
age and progress pupils the elementary grades 
for the purpose finding out whether not those 
with kindergarten start made better showing than 
the others. The results this study, which may 
found detail the report for 1912, 
seemed show certain decided advantages for the 
child with the kindergarten start. 

the first place, when the children grades one 
five were classified slow, average, and bright, 
was found that the slow and average groups 
per cent had started kindergarten, and per cent 
had not; while the bright group per cent had 
had the kindergarten training and per cent had 
not. This seemed indicate that the former were 
better equipped for the race, and outdistanced 
larger numbers their fellows. 

the second place, age study showed that 
each group,—slow, average, and all the 
five school grades, the kindergarten-started children 
were younger than the others. The difference 
average age, although varying from grade grade, 
showed total average difference 8.4 months; 
that is, was found that all the children with kinder- 
garten training, wherever found the first five 
grades, had average age which was 8.4 months 
below that children without such training. 

third question also received attention, namely, 
that retardation, time had taken reach the 
grade they had attained. will not stop for details 
this, but simply give the result, which was that 
the average retardation for children with kinder- 
garten training was less than that the others. 
The money cost this retardation was figured and 
used argument that, agency for reducing 
retardation and consequently for reducing expendi- 
tures for education, the kindergartens had demon- 
strated their positive effect school economy. 

These findings our simple, unpretentious 
survey the kindergartens small school system, 
although probably not able pass according 
present-day scientific survey standards, were helpful 
their local effects for the cause the kindergartens. 


With the cumulative record card system now 
operation more accurate study will possible, 
when leisure permits. 

these days when are seeking for motives 
for making the written composition work boys and

What want kin- 
dergartenize elementary and secondary education, 
the sense continuing the spirit the kindergarten, 
and especially continuing throughout higher educa- 
tion the development the habit social service.

Yes, and worse,—immoral, 
the sense being detrimental character 
education; and undemocratic, the sense killing 
the development the instinct for service.

Why not revive the old-fashioned spelling bee 
new-fashioned effort better our everyday speech? 
Let any parent see what big part correct speech 
habits will play his child’s career and will soon 
willing establish family round table for kind, 
courteous, firm correction all speech errors—in- 
cluding his own. penny box for fines not bad 
idea the home. Such definite efforts parent- 
teacher club seem more worth while than many trite 
discussions often conducted along too general lines,

This does not mention 
another practice parent-teacher clubs often over-

Which largest, the head, the body, 
the lower part the necessary lay 
considerable stress the greater length the legs 
the adult figure, compared with the child figure, 
children tend make them too short. 

cut the old woman, start the bottom 
the paper near the center. Cut the back foot push- 
ing the skirt upward, then long line slanting the 
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left, for the skirt, another almost half long and 
more curved for the back, shorter curve for the 
back the bonnet, then straight across the top 
the bonnet, bit longer curve for the front the 
waist, making the arm project outward about the 
waist line, with the hand closed. Finish the front 
the skirt the same length the back, with the 
other foot showing bit underneath. After this very 
simple cutting woman’s figure has been mastered 
the children, let them try cut more difficult 
figures themselves occupation work.

was stated that one the great obstacles 
progress education, and also one the factors 
which prevented the professional spirit from growing 
our schools, was the fact that many the 
teachers were young women who looked upon 
teaching not career, but the vestibule 
career. 

This true not only young women, 
frequently the attitude the business man, the 
man affairs, toward all teachers, whether men 
women. Only few weeks ago well-known pro- 
fessor one our foremost eastern colleges fell into 
conversation with business man the train, and 
after exchanging few experiences the business man 
remarked, ‘‘You say that you are teacher, but 
what you expect make yourself 

Now kindergarten training for young women, 
whether they use the vestibule into that other 
house life which they hope may theirs some day, 
whether they pursue chosen career, gives 
knowledge the formative period life indispensa- 
ble for those who have been called nurturers 
the and offers, also, rich opportunity for self- 
culture and for service. 

was the purpose the founder the kinder-

the profession teaching.

She did 
not realize that the kindergarten profession demands 
today its minimum requirement from two 
three years’ general and technical study accred- 
ited normal school, either public private, and that 
the requirements are steadily being lifted even 
higher level. seems strange, indeed, that are 
ready realize the necessity for requisite knowledge 
and experience the part those who deal with the 
early growing periods the lower levels plant and 
animal life, but that are slow, criminally slow, 
when comes the children. 

There are many still who cannot see why 
kindergartner’s training should have wide range 
when all she has play with little children, 
tell them stories, teach them songs, and 
direct their simple activities. And yet they never 
think asking why manufacturer, for example, 
should know the final results process order 
plan intelligently its initial steps; why farmer 
should know the early stages growth relation 
its later phases; nor why statesman should 
able anticipate final outcome and judge 
rightly Such minds can- 
not see that the study psychology, practical and 
theoretical, enables the teacher interpret and 
guide the child’s present forth the light 
the larger growth processes which they have 
their that the history education enables 
her see her own particular field relation 
education whole. Since the kindergarten the 
fundamental unit the school system, all beginnings 
lie there—hence there can power mind 
heart hand too great render the service 
demands. Even school men frequently fail see 
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that the subjects the later curriculum have their 
simple, natural beginnings 
Language, art, music, science, even geography and 
history, start this school experience ahd, there- 
fore, the one who leads the children across the 
threshold this rich life heritage must herself know 
somewhat its values and its far reaches. 
just proportion recognize our grave responsi- 
bility the children that will demand more and 
more those whom entrust their early guid- 
ance. Viewed asa negligible factor, entrust these 
formative years those who may thwart dwarf 
all their latent possibilities; viewed the greatest 
responsibility can discharge, shall see that 
the highest trained teacherswecan placed 
the kindergarten and the elementary grades. 

its relation education whole, the kinder- 
garten today coming considered funda- 
mental, not only because deals with beginnings 
but also for far more significant reason. 

The great basic principle the kindergarten, 
development through activity, through doing, 
coming increasingly recognized fundamental 
all education and being accepted applicable 
all stages growth. All the modern movements 
education today, all the progressive tendencies, 
are accord with this great principle, formulated 
the founder the kindergarten many years 
ago. The keynote education gradually chang- 
ing the emphasis transferred from instruction 
development, from the mere accumulation facts 
power. The nation awakening the truth that 
since education life, well preparation for 
life, can longer separate the two; cannot 
train the children the schoolroom passive 
instruments the hand the teacher and then 
expect them become efficient members society, 
purposeful, social, independent, self-reliant, and self- 
controlled. These are the qualities which our democ- 
racy demands and they must, therefore, have 
chance grow our American schoolrooms. Edu- 
cation must provide conditions for their develop- 
ment and for their exercise, and because the 
basic principle the kindergarten makes such growth 
possible that becoming the generally accepted 
principle wherever progressive work being done. 

not alone relation education that the 
kindergarten recognized important factor 
today, for has been from the beginning one the 
strongest socializing agencies possess. The kin-

wholesome education for young children, but also 
set motion train activities for social better- 
ment. The kindergarten today steadily contrib- 
uting the solving some our great social 
problems—Americanization, the physical and moral 
welfare the next generation, education for leisure, 
and citizenship which respects law the only 
foundation for true freedom. The points which 
touch these great national questions constitute today 
patriotic duty for the teacher and bear the same 
relation the wider issues that the seed bears 
later growth and fruitage.

Memoriam 


lovely afternoon the latter part May 
gathered for the last time around our dear friend, 
Dr. Hailmann. The simple but impressive funeral 
services were held under the trees Pasadena’s 
beautiful Mountain View Cemetery. They were 
keeping with the character one who had long ago 
become heart the child whom the Kingdom 
Heaven open. Out doors, amidst profusion 
flowers, Dr. Hailmann seemed near indeed, and there 
was comfort the fitting words from those with 
whom last worked, the songs rendered his 
own students from the Broad Oaks Kindergarten 
Training School, the tribute sincere regard 
expressed the presence many friends. 

the passing Dr. William Hailmann truly 
great man has gone from us, man who consecrated 
his life education and understood few could. 
His gift was that the seer. anticipated much 
that has been achieved his chosen field and more 
that will surely come pass. especially realized 
the oneness the work all its phases; saw 
the necessity right beginnings, and his apprecia- 
tion the little child was inspired his insight into 
the needs the adult. Because this compre- 
hensive view Dr. Hailmann was ever source 
inspiration those privileged know him. 

Along with his intellectual keenness, Dr. Hail- 
mann had openmindedness and kindliness 
spirit, simplicity faith like that the child for 
whom had such reverence. There was strain 
the egoist him. was truly humble, refusing 
praise, and keeping always mind not the man but 
the work. 

Those who have been privileged 
associated with him these last years California, 
feel the greatness his spirit did those who were 
with him his earlier years. was the end our 
wise counselor, our intelligent leader, our friend.

effort showing how these principles should func- 
tion the general scheme education. Those 
who are familiar with his published articles espe- 
cially recall one entitled Dream, which appeared 
1913. this set forth his plan for Kinder- 
garten-Primary Unit which the time seemed 
dream indeed. Today, however, there very 
definite effort bring about this articulation all 
details practically conceived that time. 

coming California, Dr. Hailmann organ- 
ized the Kindergarten-Primary Council the West 
furtherance the plan which had long had 
mind. president this organization worked 
devotedly and gathered much helpful data. 

who have known Dr. Hailmann these last 
years have the happy memory him his little 
home Pasadena close the beautiful Arroyo 
Seco. with his devoted wife, who anticipated 
every want and gratified every possible wish, 
lived and worked the very end. 

That the inspiration his presence among 
should perpetuated some form, memorial 
committee has been created the Kindergarten 
Primary Club Southern California, which Dr. 
Hailmann was revered member. hoped that 
this committee may become the nucleus some more 
general movement towards fitting expression 
our gratitude for all this great leader has meaht 
the cause education.

And, How you 
pointing out Russia’s fundamental 
needs Dr. Russell touched the vital and fundamental 
principles which are universal.

ment of, by, and for the people demands definite and 
purposeful study citizenship and political science. 

Good health the first essential efficient and 
successful living. too important left 
chance but should hold important place the 
curriculum and take first place the elements which 
make for citizenship. Vocational 
education must receive adequate emphasis the 
resources the country are properly developed 
and each person have fair opportunity 
attain comfort and happiness. 

the morals the nation are safe and any 
degree refinement cultivated, the educational 
program must make definite provision for the leisure 
periods. How play and how play fair, are 
Pleasure art and litera- 
ture must cultivated means elevating 
standards. are fundamental needs Russia— 
but less America. The great danger face 
complacency our present attainments. Our 
great need teachers who have vision and can 
teach children rather than subjects and can place the 
emphasis these fundamentals the countless 
opportunities which present themselves the study 
any subject.

speech and thinking, general unwillingness 
face issue fairly and squarely, and give straight 
answer straight question without evasion. 
These habits thought and speech are large 
measure indicative character. The speaker called 
attention our very general slouchiness enuncia- 
tion through the lazy use tongue, 
throat evidenced the way slight ng, th, wh, 
thr, and other combinations letters and sounds. 
discussed also the unhappy impression among 
certain groups that good English rather artificial 
requirement ‘‘swell and that ordinary 
folks are they attempt break away 
from any bad habits. better attitude must 
cultivated tying instruction with real projects 
which are immediate and vital interest the 
children. They must develop the consciousness 
that good English not only polite, but also 
essential success. They must become watchful 
their speech, not because the school demands it, 
but because inward desire maintain high 
standard. 

Dr. Payne described experiment carried out 
St. Louis schools the use accident prevention 
the motive unifying school work around children’s 
purposes. this work safety first became the 
school slogan. Older pupils acted traffic police 
pilot the younger ones over dangerous crossings. 
Younger pupils were warned against dangerous games 
and customs older pupils, the preparation 
speech providing excellent motive English 
study. Problems were solved computing the cost 
accidents various sorts. scrapbook was kept 
for clear descriptions accidents and proved effective 
developing thoughtful discrimination and judg- 
ment reading. The general effect the experi- 
ment St. Louis children has been reduce materi- 
ally the number accidents which are the result 
carelessness. Within the school the effect upon the 
interest and earnestness has been equally marked. 
detailed report this plan has recently been 
published the National Safety Council, 168

kindergarten movement that this shortage guarded 
against and prevented, possible. With demands 
for kindergartners increasing would most 
unfortunate for the extension the movement 
there were none meet them. 
What the remedy? urge the young women 
your acquaintance take kindergarten training 
upon completing their high school course. The 
fact that many have taken such courses even 
though the salaries have been low shows that the 
work the kindergarten makes.a strong appeal 
young women. Will you not help the movement 
helping bring young women into the training 
schools?

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Report the Bureau Education Committee 


THE Bureau Education Committee has accom- 
plished creditable amount work during the 
past year. 

has completed task present had 
last year the bulletin the Kindergarten Curric- 
ulum, but the tasks has hand have been carried 
forward and some new ones have been undertaken. 
The sub-committee Social Co-operation, which 
Miss Catharine Watkins chairman, getting 
results from its inquiry that will work into 
valuable bulletin later on. The Primary Curric- 
ulum sub-committee, which Miss Luella 
Palmer chairman, has its plan procedure well 
organized, and the several lines work assigned 
the different members. held two meetings 
Cleveland and planned the general nature 
the work that remains done the several 
lines. The sub-committee College Curricula, 
which Mrs. Amalie Hofer Jerome chairman, 
has found that the curricula women’s colleges 
contain little any evidence that home-making 
efficiency recognized educational aim; and 
about send out questionnaire determine 
what subjects are required that have any bearing 
upon that end. The result will have real value 
showing the weaknesses present-day education 
for young women. 

The Bureau Education Committee has recog- 
nized the demand the educational world for 
series tests which the status and progress 
kindergarten children can determined, and 
1917 attempted meet this demand appointing 
possible. Miss Alma Binzel was made the chair- 
man this committee. After year experi- 
mentation with series tests her own devising, 
Miss Binzel was obliged give this chairman- 
ship and the work lapsed. The feeling that this 
line work should resumed was expressed 
the committee its meeting Baltimore 1919. 
Because valid work this line could accom- 
plished without funds and the co-operation with 
the universities that offer courses tests and 
measurements, the committee was unable inaugu- 
rate any work along this line the beginning 
the year. The call for the meeting the commit- 
tee Cleveland that the discussion tests 
and measurements was the chief purpose the 
meeting. the meeting the kinds tests needed 
for kindergarten children were discussed. The 
opinion expressed was that the existing modifications 
the Binet-Simon tests served fairly well for the 
measuring children’s intelligence upon entering 
the kindergarten, and that tests which children’s 
progress the activities the kindergarten can 
shown, and those which will determine their 
readiness for promotion are more needed the 
present stage. The method getting such tests 
worked out was also discussed. was therefore 
decided that such universities are touch with 
kindergarten workers conferred with learn 
what extent, any, they would willing co- 
operate with the committee the matter. was 
suggested, also, that the committee try find 


students taking advanced courses who would 
interested working out such tests part the 
work for one the higher degrees. Since would 
require considerable correspondence get this 
information, the chairman was authorized appoint 
sub-committee gather the information and 
formulate plan procedure. Miss Alma 
Binzel was appointed the chairmanship this sub- 
committee, and the Misses Hill, Temple, Hanckel, 
McCarty, and Florence Fox, members. The 
committee was asked make report Topeka. 


this Miss Binzel gave the results her corre- 
spondence with the twelve institutions with which 
the committee agreed correspond. the date 
the Topeka meeting these were follows: 
replies had been received from Goucher College, 
Johns Hopkins University, from the universities 
California, Pennsylvania. The Uni- 
versity Indiana reported that could give 
reply because the illness Dean Smith, and 
the University Minnesota that could give none 
because the absence Dr. Haggerty. The 
University Nebraska reported that the 
work already hand would prevent the under- 
taking any new tasks, and the University 
Michigan that had students available for this 
line work. The following universities reported 
themselves interested and able offer some help: 
The University Chicago may available students 
can found; Leland Stanford that will all 
help; the University Missouri that 
will help two students suggest; Dean 
Russell Teachers College that interested 
and will take steps the suggested direction. The 
way thus open for great forward step. 

Some other matters were brought for dis- 
cussion the Cleveland meeting. One these 
was the question raising the standard kinder- 
garten training and lengthening the course three 
years. Some felt this inadvisable this 
time when the demand for kindergartners far 
excess the supply. consequence, action 
was taken regard it. 

Another was the necessity more supervision 
kindergartens kindergarten experts, the 
kindergarten function should the school 
system whole. The supervision kinder- 
gartens and primary grades one and the same 
person would doubtless tend the unification 
the two, provided that one had equal knowledge 
both. This means the usual case, how- 
ever. Many good grade supervisor, fact, 
fails inspire kindergartners their best be- 
cause she herself lacks insight into the fundamental 
principles which the kindergarten embodies. The 
Bureau Education Committee has made study 
this matter, the conclusions which are embodied 
the bulletin Kindergarten Supervision, issued 
over year ago. This bulletin was sent the 
superintendents the country, well the 
kindergartners. Have the kindergartners called the 
attention grade supervisors and superintendents 
its suggestions? Greater publicity for the ideas 
the kindergarten bulletins published the 
Bureau one the ends that kindergartners need 
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work for. ideas concerning the kindergar- 
ten are reach superintendents, they must ap- 
pear the publications which the superintendents 
read—the educational journals. order help 
secure this better supervision, Miss Julia Both- 
well was appointed chairman committee 
see that items concerning kindergarten supervision 
were given the journals question. 

The kindergarten came into existence help 
little children live more happily and completely 
from the cradle up, and this great organization 
the exists secure them opportunities 
for development which the past did not grant. 
The tasks which the Bureau Education Commit- 
tee has hand are tasks whose completion will 
help the educational public recognize more 
the purposes kindergarten education and their 
application the grades beyond the kindergarten 
years. The evidence that the members the com- 
mittee and its sub-committees have this vision 
found the fine co-operation which they have 
shown the years the committee’s existence.

THE following are the criteria 
upon which the judgment the 
Committee Literature was 
based its selection poetry 
for kindergarten, first, and second 
grades, compiled the printed 
list offered for sale: 

Very rarely have the standards 
for the selection poems for chil- 
dren been clearly defined, though 
there are many excellent collec- 
tions poems for children, and 
yet the choice good poetry 
more subtle and even more criti- 
cal than the choice prose. The 
standards for choice, when ana- 
lyzed, are those basic any choice 
good poetry. Just all the 
principles art are found 
child’s picture, are the ele- 
ments literature found 
child’s poem, less highly organ- 
ized, and given different expres- 
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sions for various stages ma- 
turity. 

Poetry must characterized 
directness, spontaneity, .and 
emotional expression. must 
rhythmic and metrical—also brief, 
for direct awakening emotion 
cannot long-drawn process. 
The form and language are essen- 
tial. should higher, purer 
expression than can found 
commonplace statement. Beauty 
arrangement, 
cadence, suggestion, and associ- 
ation should distinctive. 

True poetry awakens vital feel- 
ings delight, quickens our activi- 
ties, and deepens and enlarges our 
sympathy with life. Also gives 
adequate expression experiences 
that have only vaguely appre- 
ciated. 

These characteristics 
dren’s poetry are objective and 
simple, the rhythm primitive and 
definite, the alliteration and ca- 
dence obvious, and the content 
deals with experiences common 
children, while the form gener- 
ally lyric. Their poetry will in- 
clude humor and pathos, ballad 
and song, but should always give 
that spontaneous impulse vital- 
ity and quickened appreciation. 

The poems for the kindergarten 
should charm their elements 
poetic beauty, rather than 
their meaning. should 
charm the senses sound, color, 
form, and movement. 

The rhythm should evident 
and unmistakable and should in- 
vite the children sing, dance, 
play. Therefore refrain 
natural characteristic, and often 
without meaning, merely pleas- 
ing combination sound. The 
verses should short, sometimes 
only couplets single stanza. 
The range interest may 
wide long the experiences 
are simple, objective, and childlike. 

the first grade the selections 
may longer and the meaning 
less obvious. The ballad form 
should used more often and the 
nursery rhyme should make way 
large part for more poetical 
verse. 

the second grade greater 
variety rhythm and greater 
length should characterize the 
poems. Some subjective experi- 
ence may included and the 
meaning more emphasized.

May, “Conference Educa- 
tional was called 
Commissioner Claxton June 25. 
For this session invitations were 
issued organizations na- 
tional scope. Thirty-four organi- 
zations responded, representing 
such diverse interests the 
Association American Colleges, 
American Federation Labor, 
National Association Manufac- 


turers, Girls Scouts, American 
Red Cross, National Grange, 


Spanish War Veterans, National 
Congress Mothers. The writer 
was delegated represent the 
International Kindergarten Union. 

Dr. Claxton opened the meeting 
with broad survey the present 
national crisis education arising 
out the war. The Great War 
has wrought widespread economic 
changes. Persons who were work- 
ing for stated salaries, including 
teachers, have gradually become 
aware that the buying power 
their incomes has been reduced 
one ha'f. Confronted with con- 
stant financial embarrassment, 
teachers have been compelled 
leave their chosen profession for 
more remunerative positions. Com- 
paratively few men remain 
the teaching profession, while the 
widening opportunities business 
and industry are tempting increas- 


ing numbers women from the 
schoolroom. 

While this enormous draining 
off teachers-in-service going 
on, there appallingly dimin- 
ishing supply the source, the 
normal schools attract constantly 
decreasing number students. 
Meanwhile, the demand for trained 
teachers steadily grows with the 
growth population and the com- 
pulsory attendance requirements. 

The result national school 
system totally inadequate for 
the needs—both the number 
preparation for their profession. 
America cannot hope rise above 
her schools; indeed, only through 
them can she realize the hope 
the future—and the teacher the 
school very real sense. 

Further problems have arisen 
out the stagnation building 
construction which the war en- 
tailed, that space and equip- 
ment are entirely inadequate 
the growing school population. 

These conditions are not 
much the concern the individual 
teacher the great body 
citizens. only 
remedy awakened conscious- 
ness public responsibility and 
tremendous loosening the na- 
tional purse-strings pay the 
costs. 

The question before the con- 
ference then was—How might each 
the organizations represented 
help creating nation-wide 
public sentiment favor ade- 
quate support for public educa- 
ation? call was taken. 
Each delegate responded out- 
lining the general nature his 
association, and the character 
the machinery could command 
for carrying the message its 
individual members. 

The response from business and 
patriotic well welfare associa- 
tions was immediate and impres- 
sive. The International Kinder- 
garten Union was the only dis- 
tinctly professional body repre- 
sented. was evident that the 
invitation had been extended 
us, not teachers distinctively, 
but organizing forces for large 
numbers parents and other lay 
citizens interested child welfare.
